Block might be utilized. 

P. H. McQuillen suggested that a 
list of names be made of those who 
had an extra room in their homes, or 
an adjoining building that. could be 
fitted up for living quarters to be 
used by workers in the citrus fruit 
during the coming winter. Secretary 
of the Chamber of Commerce will 
keep the list, so if any News reader 
has a room or rooms by calling 85 


you will be assisting the work 
greatly. 
Rev. R. C. Stone made the sugges- 


tion that the sandboxes along Euclid 
avenue be made into fountains that 
the running water might be enjoyed 
by those who pass up and down the 
avenue. T. R. Woodbridge of the 
San Antonio Water Company explain- 
ed that it was necessary to keep the 
water as clean as possible and in or- 
der to do this it was necessary to 
keep the sandboxes closed, for the 
leaves, rubbish and animals of varied 
assortments would soon clog the lines.

Judge Goodcell’s activity in the Hi- 
ram Johnson campaign stamped him 
as one of the big men of California 
in the viewpoint of leading Bastern 
Republican leaders. He stumped 
several states for Johnson and fol-

Likewise what districts are to be 
given an over-allowance of popula- 
tion and which are to be “short” on 
population figure materially in any 
scheme that may be worked out, 
If Los Angeles has sufficient power 
the next legislature it will un- 
doubtedly . demand an arrangement 
that would give that county both of 
the two new congressmen.

The pluralities for the head of the 
ticket confirmed the unofficial fig 
ures, showing Harding carried this 
county by 6898, Shortridge 4449 and 
Swing 3729. 


A. G. Kendall polled the largest 
number of votes in the Fourth gu- 
pervisorial elections, being one of 
three unopposed. The returns indi- 
cated many people did not understand 
that under the charter form of gov- 
ernment the county-at-large votes for 
supervisor,
